SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


The Veterans Administration 
reported today on two special 
programs available to service- 
men in Vietnam and to hospital- 
ized servicemen in the United 
States, 

William J. Driver, Administra- 
tor of Veterans Affairs, said, 
“We expect thousands of young 
men who served in Vietnam to 
be in school or college this fall 
because of this: program,” 

VA Administrator Driver states 
that many young Vietnam serv- 
icemen are discharged imme- 
diately when they reach the 
United States, rather than at a 
centralized separation center. A 
new plan of counseling provides 
full benefits that are available to 
them as veterans. 

To help carry out President 
Johnson’s wish to help fighting 
men-make a speedy adjustment 
to civilian life, Driver has sent 
VA representatives to Vietnam to 
assist men ready for discharge. 

“IT am glad to report,” he said, 
“that American servicemen re- 
sponded enthusiastically and I 
have made this program a regu- 
lar part of VA operations. 

“The first two-man VA team 
sent to Vietnam and the five

counselors we now have at Long 
Binh, Cam Ranh Bay and Pleiku 
were selected from a large’ num- 
ber of volunteers because of long 
experience,” he said, ‘They are 
men who have known combat in 
earlier wars, Two of them are 
Medal of Honor Winners.” 

At the end of the first five 
months, VA representatives have 
counseled more than 50,000 men. 

“Based on reports by VA repre- 
sentatives and my personal visit 
to Vietnam, I feel this program 
is making a significant contribu- 
tion in speeding up the solder's 
transition to civilian life,’ Driver 
said. “I believe the program can 
be expanded and I have notified 
the Department of Defense that 
we are willing to send additional 
VA representatives to advise per- 
sonnel who have completed their 
tours of combat.” 

Men disabled in service have a 
variety of special benefits avail- 
able to them and last fall Driver 
initiated a plan for VA officials 
to go into military hospitals in 
the United States to acquaint 
these men with their rights, 
assist them in making applica- 
tions, and provide professional 
counseling.

The easiest way to deal with an 
electrical failure is to prepare for 
it. Keep a flashlight and fresh fuses 
handy. Know where your main 
switch and branch circuit panel 
(“fuse box”) are. Then, if your 
lights go out, you’re ready to do 
something about it. 


Ts a fuse blown? 


If the lights fail in one or two 
rooms only, a branch circuit fuse 
has blown or a circuit breaker has 
opened. If service fails in a large 
part of the house, the trouble is 
probably due to a “main” fuse 
blowing out or an open circuit 
breaker. If the neighbors’ lights 
are out, too, call us. 


Remove cause. Check fuse box. 


First, disconnect frayed electric 
cords and multiple appliances on 
same outlet. Then examine the 
branch circuit panel and replace 


erator or freezer. Frozen foods stay 
frozen longer if the freezer door is 
kept closed.

when electric service is restored, 
reset your electric clocks.

The danger of drowning from, 
extended breath holding under 
water was emphasized today by 
Arthur Bellman, Water Safety 


Chairman for the local Berkeley | 


Chapter of the American ‘Nation- 
al Red Cross. 

3eliman said his warning was 
addressed to children and teen- 
agers who compete with each 
other to see who can stay under 
water the longest. 

“Youngsters who play this 
game are simply .asking for 
trouble — and possible tragedy,” 
Bellman said. 

“Hyperventilating taking 
Several.deep breaths before going 
under Water — is a dangerous 
practice. This .is ‘what happens 
physiolegieally,” he continued. 
“Before .going under water san 
individual takes ‘several .deep 
breaths in order to build-up as 
much .oxygen in the lungs as 
possible. This .deep -breathing, 
called hyperventilation, does in- 
crease the oxygen, but it lowers 
the carbon dioxide in the system.
